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Retailers Don't Want Higher Prices 

In a New York Times news story. Greg Mac- 
Gregor writes, "It becomes increasingly evident that 
merchants must reduce the cost of their operations. 
First quarter reports appearing recently were uni- 
form in carrying the story of sales slightly below 
those of last year with profits down sharply. 

"The most serious aspect of declining profits is 
then went on to say that wages, taxes, maintenance 
the fact that under present operating procedures they 
will probably continue to decline." Mr. MacGregor 
and other costs have all gone up, and added: "The 
most obvious answer to increased costs is Increased 
retail prices, but store management has recognized 
that this method cuts volume immediately to a degree 
that nullifies the act. Hence the only alternative is 
further economy of operation and better salesman- 
ship." 

This situation has presented retailers of all 
kinds and sizes with a serious and difficult problem. 
From the point of view of the consumer, the princi- 
pal interest lies in the reluctance of retailers to ad- 
vance their prices if any other solution to the rising- 
cost problem is possible. A great many people have, 
honestly but mistakenly, placed much of the blame 
for inflation on the shoulders of the store operator. 
But no one has more to fear from Inflation, or has 
done more in an attempt to control it. When prices 
rise, the volume of trade drops, and everyone — store 
owners, consumers, employes — suffer. 

Retailing has done wonders over the years in 
reducing overhead costs and increasing efficiency and 
eliminating waste. That work, it is clear, will be con- 
tinued aggressively. 

* * * 

Law Enforcement Not A Function of Business 

In an effort to aid the states in coping with il- 
legal off-track betting on horse and dog races, a Sen- 
ate Committee has given a favorable report on a bill 
whose essential provision states, "It shall be unlawful 



for any person to lease, furnish, or maintain any 
communication facility, other than a radio broadcast- 
ing facility, if such facility Is used to transmit or 
receive gambling Information In Interstate or foreign 
commerce." 

This may seem sound on first glance. But there 
is one very serious catch in it, which has resulted In 
opposition to the bill by all the principal cbmmunca- 
tions companies. It was well stated by the spokesman 
for the U. S. Independent Telephone Association, who 
said, "In order to make sure they were not violating 
the law, and being subjected to the law's penalties, 
monitoring of telephone conversations would be ne- 
cessitated In and 'by an Industry which over the years 
has trained Its employes to the ideal of achieving the 
utmost in Intimacy and privacy in telephone usage. 
The bill would thus have the effect of converting 
telephone companies into police agencies." 

The communications people are as Interested 
as anyone else in stopping gambling and the corrup- 
tion and gangsterism that inevitably goes with it. And 
those who back the pending bill, knowing that illegal 
gambling is channeling incredible sums of money 
Into underworld hands, arc undoubtedly sincere. But 
the proposed cure presents dangers to private rights 
and liberties of great seriousness. Law enforcement Is 
not a proper function of private business.

The Low Down From Hickory Grove 

Today, on account I just survived a near en- 
counter with another of those double-jointed, 3 story 
highway freight trucks on the way into town, I barge 
into this learned lecture on "transportation." 

If a railroad could buy itself some cars, an en 
gine, and a tank of diesel or a tender full of coal, and 
take-off on the nearest highway or any highway it 
chose — no tracks to provide — no bridges — no signal 
system, sisters and brothers, rates and fares could 
tumble. 

Box-car type trucks get themself a license plate, 
a tank of gas, and are off for here and yonder. Taint 
fair. 'Taint fair to the R. R.— 'taint fair to the tax- 
payer who helps pay plenty for the highway. And 
even the R. R. itself must pony-up taxes that go 
toward providing the pavement and bridges for its 
big box-car type truck competitor. And now folks, 
with the campaign for fair play in the ring, are there 
any questions. I turn the matter over now, to the 
lunch club program persons.

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Effort to Get, Longer 
Dock Hunting Season 



„ The Duck Hunters Association of 
Northern Illinois through its presi 
dent James McMillen of -this village 
has ashed the U. S. Fish and Wild- 
life service to combine this area 
with Wisconsin to provide more 
suitable dates for duck hunting. 

Because of the November 4 open- 
ing last season in duck hunting, 
hunters in Northern Illinois got but 
a short season. Usually by Nov. 10 
waters of the Chain O' Lakes and 
other Northern Illinois regions are 
pretty well froxen over. 

Wisconsin hunters get a reason- 
ably long season and so do those in 
southern Illinois, but the in between 
area of Northern Illinois loses out 
Annexation to Wisconsin for its 
hunting season will solve the situ- 
ation, McMillen says. 

The campaign to change the hunt- 
ing dates involved a resolution filed 
with the U. S. Department of the 
interior, asking for the change. Of- 
ficers of the association besides Mc- 
Millen are Louis Pref enter, vice 
president; A. B. McDonald, Wads- 
worth, secretary;, and William 
Brook, Antioch, treasurer. 

In soliciting membership to the 
association, hunters were told that 
the membership fee Is ,*** *• v«ar or 
$10 for the sustaining membership: 
(Fifty cents' goes to the Illinois Fe- 
deration of Sportsmen's clubs.) 
Checks are made payable to Brook 
in care of the State Bank of Antioch. 
The resolution said: 
To: The Honorable Oscar L. Chap- 
man, Secretary of the Interior 
Washington, D. C. ■ 
Dear Secretary: 

Due to the fact that the State of 
Illinois is approximately 300" miles 
long and because In the Fall season, 
the greatest concentration of migra 
tory fowl occurs in Southern llinois, 
the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
in conjunction with the Illinois De 
partment of Conservation have al 
ways in the past granted a hunting 
season to conform to the arrival of 
the main flight of migratory fowl in 
this Southern area. We, the duck 
hunters in the Northern area, are 
in reality the "forgotten men". 
Therefore, we, the board members 
of the above mentioned association 
sitting in executive session, \ have 
thoughtfully drafted for your seri- 
ous consideration and approval the 
following: 

RESOLUTION 
WHEREAS: due to climatic con 
ditlons beyond our control, the na 
tural time for the sport hunting 
migratory fowl in the Northern 15 
counties of the State of Illinois (man 
enclosed) begins during the early 
days of October, " 

AND WHEREAS: we duck hunt 
ers, who reside and hunt in this 
area very definitely feel that the 
present regulations which govern 
the taking of migratory fowl work 
against our enjoyment of the afore- 
mentioned sport; 

THEREFORE, be it resolved that 
we sportsmen and duck hunters of 
the aforementioned 15 counties con- 
taining five million people be grant- 
ed a hunting season compatible with 
the natural flight and arrival of all 
migratory fowl in this area, This is 
to be done by revising the present 
zoning regulations to coincide with 
isotherms and natural climatic con- 
ditions; and not to be based on ar- 
bitrary and unnatural state boun- 
daries (at least so far as the State 
of Illinois is concerned). 

We firmly believe that the zoning 
of Illinois presents no real great 
problem as to proper game manage- 
ment or law enforcement. In fact, 
we contend that by treating the 
licensee in one zone as a non-resi- 
dent in the alternate zone, both 
State and Federal revenues would 
be substantially increased through 
the sale of additional licenses and 
duck stamps. The State of Illinois is 
presently operating under a three 
zone system as regards fishing and 
upland game T and the State of 
California technically, has two zones 
for migratory fowl. ' 

We understand that the kill in 
the State of Illinois last season was 
less than one-half of the average 
of the other states in the Mississippi 
Flyway, so we further believe that 
the continental shortage of ducks is 
not due so much to gunning pres 
sure in the State of Illinois as it is 
in the lack of breeding and nesting 
areas and sanctuaries, due to man's 
thoughtless over drainage and mis- 
management of marginal lands 
which were formerly the, natural 
habitat of countless millions of our 
water fowl. 

THEREFORE, we dedicate our 
dreams and our plans and our 
Btrcngth to the end that we may re- 
create new and better habitat for 
our wild life, that the posterity may 
always and forever enjoy the great 
and glorious sport of duck hunting.
